1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Appellants' 
arguments filed 1/19/12 are persuasive. The closest prior art Tada et al (USPN 6,514,357) 
teaches a chromium-free, corrosion resistant composition for metal surface treatment and a 
process for treating a metal surface such as a zinc-plated steel sheet with the composition, 
wherein the composition comprises a water-soluble organic resin, which is preferably a polymer 
or copolymer comprising at least 40wt% of carboxylic monomers such as (meth)acrylic acid; and 
has a pH of preferably 1.0 to 3.0. Tada et al does not teach or fairly suggest that the composition 
further comprises a water-soluble crosslinker comprising at least 2 crosslinking groups as 
claimed and having a number- average molecular weight as claimed. In addition, DE 199 23 
084A recited in the related International Search Report teaches a passivation method utilizing an 
acidic aqueous solution containing phosphoric acid and a water-soluble film-forming polymer of 
(meth)acrylic acid which can be crosslinked with an epoxide resin. DE'084 does not teach or 
fairly suggest utilizing a water-soluble epoxide crosslinker having the instantly claimed 
molecular weight and a (meth)acrylic resin having the claimed monomer content.
